Search Report in which they were cited is attached hereto. 

The first document FR 2.776.785 A discloses a watch 
having a case 10 and a watch strap 11 connected by fasteners 
41, 42. The case 10 is provided with two recesses 26, 27 
which are intended to receive two mobile members 31, 32. The 
latters are constituted by small rectangular pieces which have 
inscriptions on four of their faces. By turning the rectangu- 
lar pieces around axle 33 four different faces and inscrip- 
tions may be shown on the front face of the watch. 

This document does not disclose a presentation de- 
vice or tool for the visualization of the appearance of a 
watchcase to be manufactured, but a complete watch already en- 
tirely manufactured with its watchcase and straps. The object 
of the application is therefore completely different. 
Whereas, in said first document four different shapes of a 
complete watch may be alternatively obtained, the present in- 
vention does not comprise a watch, but a tool which is in- 
tended to allow a selling agent to show to the end purchaser 
different possibilities of arrangement of decorative pieces, 
such as gemstones, on a watchcase to be manufactured after- 
wards according to the desires of this end purchaser. 

The other three documents W097/36214A, FR 2.725, 821A 
and CH 684, 814A have been cited by the search Examiner as 
documents defining technological background. They are not 
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relevant as concerns the particular object of the present in- 
vention .
